Along The Delaware

Historical Editor 
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Much history has taken place 
along the banks of our famous 
Delaware River. 

There is a small brownstone 
marker in Upper Makefield 
Township with an inscription 
that reads “Near this spot 
Washington Crossed the Dela- 
ware on Christmas night 1776, 
the eve of the Battle of Tren- 
ton”. Known as McKonkey’s 
Ferry up to 100 years ago, to- 
day this hallowed spot is 
Washington Crossing. It was 
here that General George 
Washington concentrated twen- 
ty-four hundred men that De- 
cember of 1776, and by mid- 
night he planned to have his 
men across the Delaware River 
and on to Trenton. This was 
where the Hessian troops were 
resting and celebrating Christ- 
mas. The Battle of Trenton was 
a turning point in the Revolu- 
tionary War. 

Several miles further up the 
Delaware River we pass the 
Thompson-Neeley House, part 
of which was built in 1702. 
This house served as General 
Sterling’s Headquarters. It was 
here too, that Lieutenant James 
Monroe, (later to become Pres- 
ident of the United States) was 
also quartered that cold De- 
cember in 1776. Nearby is lo- 
cated the old Simpson Grist 
Mill, built in 1740. This old 
mill supplied grain for Wash- 
ington’s army while it was en- 
camped there. 

One half mile north, along 
the River’s edge, unmarked 
headstones mark the graves of 
America’s first unknown sold- 
iers. These brave men gave 
their lives that bitter cold win- 
ter here in Bucks County so 
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The old locks of the canal are in a state of disrepair, but 
still stand as vivid memories of the past. Below, the canal is 
framed by the criss-cross patterns of a canal bridge. (Photos

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that the freedom proclaimed 
188 years ago this month, 
(July 4, 1776) might survive. 

Another of the well known 
attractions of the Washington 
Crossing area is Bowman’s 
Tower. Named in honor of a 
Englishman John Bowman, the 
tower offers a magnificent view 
of the Delaware. 

John Bowman was an Eng- 
lish surgeon of the fleet sent 
out in 1696 under the com- 
mand of the now notorious 
Captain Kidd. The fleet was 
supposed to suppress piracy on 
the high seas. The ship was 
captured and the crew was 
scattered throughout the east. 
Bowman settled near present 
day Newtown. 

Several years later, Bowman 
headed up the Delaware River 
where, legend says, he built a 
cabin on the summit of what 
is known today as Bowman’s 
Hill, the site of the famous 
tower. 

Later in life, he returned to 
Newtown, and lived in a log 
house on the edge of town. He 
lived here until his death. His 
friends remembered he always 
expressed a desire that his body 
be brought back to “his hill” 
overlooking the Delaware, 
then called “Nenehawcashung”, 
an indian name meaning “Mag- 
nificent Hill”. So he was bur- 
ied on the eastern apex of the 
hill. From this time on, (prob- 
ably about 1712), this was 
known as Bowman’s Hill — a 
sepulcher and a monument to 
Dr. John Bowman, a pirate’s 
friend of the 18th century.

l am one of those who hope the plan works out. Some of 
the more hardened police officers are holding back, cross- 
ing their fingers. 

Prison labor built the beds and other furnishings in the 
rooms of the new Center out of material salvaged from the 
Recorder of Deeds office. 

“Proper salvaging of the men who come to this institu- 
tion is going to save the taxpayers of Bucks county many 
thousands of dollars in the long run,” Major Case told me. 
“We are only going to bring those here who we believe 
can be rehabilitated and most of them will be alcoholics. 
Failure to treat alcoholism in Bucks county and other coun- 
ties in this country has cost incalculable sums of money.” 

Major Case closed his few remarks by thanking the 
Prison Board and others for their cooperation, and turning 
to the board members seated behind him, declared: “I 
must have these fine men in back of me, especially when a 
prisoner escapes with a rabbit in his arms, and I don’t get 
fired.”

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The Saving af The Bell 


by C. Norman Detweiler 


Bucks County, home of its 
founder, William Penn, is rich in 
the early history of these United 
States. Upper Bucks, though not 
wrested from the wilderness as 
early as the Lower End, has had 
its share in chronicling the devel- 
opment of this great country of 
ours. 

Though no Revolutionary bat- 
tles were fought here nor did 
Washington and his Continental 
Army bivouac here, patriots of 
The Great Swamp (Richland 
area) helped in the war for in- 
dependence by furnishing volun- 
teers for the Army, horses, food 
and materials, gunpowder and 
cannonballs. 

It was in Quakertown, then 
known as Richland, that the Lib- 
erty Bell was hidden one night in 
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September 1777 on its journey to 
Allentown where it was taken to 
escape capture by the British 
who were occupying Philadelphia. 
At that time it was not yet called 
the Liberty Bell, but was termed 
the State House bell. It, together 
with bells from the city churches 
were removed to prevent them 
from falling into the hands of 
the British who so badly needed 
them to melt down and cast into 
cannon and cannonballs for use 
against the Continental soldiers. 

The bells were hauled to safety 
by Lehigh County farmers on 
their return home from taking 
farm produce, including Lehigh 
Applejack, to their customers in 
the City of Brotherly Love. A 
guard of Continental soldiers ac- 
companied the wagon train as 
shown in this old photo of an 


early painting of the bell on this 
historic event. 


Of particular local interest is 
the story handed down from gen- 
eration to generation that the 
party spent a night in Quaker- 
town on the last leg of the jour- 
ney to Allentown. It was behind a 
stone Colonial building in the 
vicinity of the stagecoach inn, 
now the Red Lion Hotel, that the 
wagon and the famous bell were 
hidden beneath a pile of hay 
while the men spent the night in 
the inn and the horses were 
quartered in the sheds nearby. 

The stone building, said to be 
the oldest house in Quakertown, 
is still standing, is in good con- 
dition, and has for years been 
known as Liberty Hall. A private 
residence for a long time, it is 
now occupied by a barber shop, 


and there is a feeling here that 
it should be municipally owned 
and converted into a museum. 


at were designed to provide com- 
ion rather than exaggerated con- 
even carried through to the point 
in Allentown, via Bethlehem, and 
was hidden beneath the floor of 
Zion Reformed Church where it 
remained until June 22, 1778 
after the British evacuated Phila- 
delphia, and it was taken back to 
the State House, now Indenpen- 
dence Hall. 

Thus Quakertown and that 
band of patriots back in 1777 
played a part in saving the State 
House bell, not knowing at the 
time that they were preserving it 
as the symbol of liberty as it is 
now known throughout the world.

Cigar Making in Bucks County 


Strong Havana--- 
with Mild Lancaster 


What could Havana possibly 
have to do with Lancaster?

Cigar-making was one of the 
most likeable jobs around. Any 
old cigar-maker will reminisce 
with a smile and a shake of the 
head. “It was a nice job. Real 
independent. We talked about 
politics, baseball, the weather, 
horse races. . . The bosses of 
the cigar factories were most 
always nice and considerate.” 
Otto Eisenlohr was a parti- 
cularly good boss. He’d been a 
cigar-maker himself at one 
time. He understood what 
made a smooth-runriing fac- 
tory. To this day, old employ- 
ees recall the way Otto visited 
the sick, sent flowers and con- 
dolences when there was a 
death. Once, he even stopped a 
sheriff’s sale, bought the prop- 
erty and returned it to the 
owners. Otto also insisted on a 
strict health measure unknown 
in that day: no biting off the 
the cigar by the 


= makers! He advertised this fea- 


ture with the pitch “Made 
under sanitary conditions!.” 
Everybody loved to get into 
the act of cigar-making. As 
soon as a boy turned fourteen, 


he quit school and started right. 
in at some cigar factory. Men.

cigar-making at night in their 


. homes. Women too. “Wish I 


could make cigars yet,” says 
one man’s wife. Although 
many worked in their homes, 
most went to the factories. 
Being a factory owner was a 
fine art . . . and an occupying 
one. The boss usually made a 
triponce a month into Philadel- 
phia to the wholesale tobacco 
dealers on Arch street between 
Second and Third. The ware- 


houses were three and four 
stories high. He got the tobacco 
in cases weighing from 300 to 
400 pounds. He’d stay about 
two days and a night with a 
salesman, spending much of 
his time personally sampling 
the tobacco by smoking cigars 
in the sales offices. The factory 
owner could judge just exactly 
where the different tobaccos 
came from,— whether from 
Florida, Sumatra or Puerto 
Rico or whatever. 

Yes, the cigar-making era 
was a memorable one. Hus- 
bands, wives, children, sweet- 


hearts all worked side by side, 
while the conversation flowed. 
A number of area residents 
claim that the Cigar-Makers 
Union was the first union to be 
organized in America. What- 
ever its historical significance, 
its beloved reputation is indis- 
putable. Cigar-making was 
both fun and profit. 

But mechanization in the 
early twenties of this century 
dealt the death blow to the 
hand-made cigar. By 1927 
most of the factories in this 
area had to close down. Over 
a thousand employees were let 
go. Most of the men opened 
small businesses like restau- 
rants or pool rooms. One, 
today, owns a snack bar fre- 
quented by teenagers. 

Not one old-time cigar- 
maker, though, no matter what 
his business today, can forget 
the good old days when he 
rolled “strong Havana with 
mild Lancaster” and argued 
the news of the day.

SPEED KILLS 

Speed is a killer on American highways. Regardless 
of how safe a driver you believe you might be, in case of 
mechanical failure, human shortcomings, or some slight 
misjudgment, the speeding driver can almost certainly 
become involved in a fatal accident. 

Cold hard statistics have proven this point many times 
over the nation. Virtually all automobile operators think 
of themselves as careful drivers. But when an accident 
does occur, it is speed that kills. 

Our citizens are granted an operator’s license for 
driving vehicles on our highways. This is a privilege, not 
a right. 

All persons driving vehicles on highways are urged 
to drive at a careful and prudent speed. They should not 
drive at greater or lesser speed than is reasonable and 
proper having due regard to traffic, surface and width of 
the highway and other restrictions or conditions that may 
exist. Nobody should drive a vehicle at such speed as to 
endanger the life, limb or property of another. No motor- 
ist should drive at a speed greater than will permit him 
to bring the vehicle to a stop within the assured clear 
distance ahead. 

Next time you have the urge to speed, think of what 
would happen should a child dart in front of your auto, 
Try to picture the results of another vehicle pulling into 
the highway without having seen your approaching car.
